To the inhabitants of the Town ot Windham in the County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the lower Town Hall, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and bridges the year ensuing. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
other necessary town charges. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the observance of Memorial Day. : 

5. By request, To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the road commencing a little north of the residence of J. H. 
Nesmith on the main road that leads from Windham Center to 
Windham Junction and runs nearly north and south across the 
meadow of said Nesmith and the farm of E. K.-Gross, and 
connects with the main highway south of the residence of 
Emma Merrill; said road is about one-half mile in length. 
Also the road leading from the main road to the road before 
mentioned. 

6. By request, To see if the town will vote to request the 
Boston and Maine R. R. Co. to erect and maintain gates 
at the crossing known as Kimball’s crossing. Also at the first 
crossing on the road leading from Windham Junction to 
Derry Depot. 

7. By petition, To'see if the town will vote to grant the 
- Ladies’ Union Benevolent society the free use of the Town 
Hall for their meetings and festivals. 

8. By request, To see if the town will vote to have the 
names of the soldiers from the town who served in the French 
and Indian Wars, the Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, 
‘the Mexican War and late War of the Rebellion inscribed 
on suitable tablets and placed in the Library waiting room.

If yoted in the affirmative, to see how much money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to meet the expenses of the 
tablets and choose a committee to carry the same into effect. 


9. To take from the table the article relating to funds for 
care of cemeteries and see what action the town will take on 
the same. 


10. To hear the report of agents, auditors, committees or 
officers heretofore chosen-and pass any vote relating thereto.

Trust Funds. 





Herewith is a statement of trust funds now in our posses- 
sion and the disposition which has been made of the same. 


THE COL. THOMAS NESMITH FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town and six per 
cent. interest to be paid annually for the purchase of books for 
the Nesmith Library. It is invested in the Town of Wind- 
ham. This fund was given in May, 1871. 


GEORGE WILSON FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town, and the in- 
come to be expended in beautifying and fertilizing the ceme- 
tery on the hill. It is deposited in the Mechanics Bank, 
Nashua. This fund was given Jan. 21st, 1893. In about 
three months after the deposit was made the bank was put 
into the hands of a receiver. The bank has paid two divi- 
dends of fifteen per cent. each, the balance still remaining in 
the bank, with prospect. of a small dividend in the future. 
Mr. Wilson kindly supplements his gift by sending his check 
of five hundred dollars, to make good to the town the possible 
loss on the deposit. It is invested in the Town of Windham. 
This check was received May Ist, 1896. 


DORA HASELTINE FUND. 


Five hundred dollars was given ,to the town, and six per 
cent. interest to be paid annually in the care of the cemetery 
on the plain. It is invested in the Town of Windham. This 
fund was given May Ist, 1896.

We have rebuilt the wall at the cemetery on the hill next. 
the highway of the old original part—a good, heavy, durable 
wall, well pointed with cement. The work was done by Mr. 
A. E. Simpson. It is the intention of the committee to con- 
tinue the work as practicable, doing a little each year. The 
wall at the cemetery on the Plain is in a bad condition and it 
is the committee’s desire to have a part of that rebuilt the com- 
ing season. 

The usual care has been taken of the cemeteries the past 
year. 1000 lbs of fertilizer has been sown, grass and bushes 
cut, etc. No new lots have been taken during the year. 

During the year, the attention of your committee has been 
called by individuals to the need of making arrangements for 
more definite care of burial lots. Your committee have ex- 
pected this result for it is the natural outgrowth of what has 
already been done. With the advance of civilization there 
has been a growing demand for more respectful care for rest- 
ing places of the dead. Families are becoming smaller and 





a 


in many instances, very soon there will be no one who will 
feel an individual interest in the preservation -of the family 
burial lot. In view of the latter sad fact, it is. the, desire .of 
several persons to place a certain sum of money in care of the 
town under conditions which shall give to the donor an assur- 
ance that a certain amount of care shall be given to the speci- 
fied burial lot. It is not expected that the town will give any 
larger per cent. of interest than the money well invested will 
yield. It is not expected that the town will take a neglected 
burial lot and put it in a respectable condition. The individ- 
uals propose to have the burial lot, at time of. acceptance, in 
the condition that they desire it to be kept. They also desire 
that the sum for perpetual care should be uniform, furnishing 
equal privileges to all donors. 

Your committee have given this request much thought and 
believe it to be the duty of every family to give this subject 
careful consideration and not only act for the present genera- 
_ tion but set in motion an influence which will be the means of 
perpetuating their character. Men still judge as Benjamin 
Franklin did, who said, ‘‘I only need visit the graves of a com- 
munity to know the character of the people.”

Twenty-Eighth Annual Report 


OF THE 


Trustees of Nesmith Library 
For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1899. 


It is with unusual pleasure that the Trustees present 
their report this year, largely because they are able to an- 
nounce the fact that the Library is at last safely housed 
in a beautiful home, specially built and dedicated for the 
purpose. ‘The name of the founder of this brary, Cou. 
THos. NesmitH, will ever be held in grateful remem- 
brance by the citizens of Windham. But hereafter by the 
law of association another name must be coupled with 
that of the distinguished founder, and that is the name 
of GEoRGE W. ARMSTRONG, EsqQ., as it is to his wise 
thoughtfulness and beneticent spirit that we are indebted 
fora Publie Library Building, which was dedicated with 
appropriate services on Wednesday, Jan. 4, 1899. 

The Hon. A. E. Pillsbury of Boston, Mass., was the 
orator of the occasion, and spoke in fitting terms on the 
value of public libraries when properly utilized. 

A sentence or two from his oration we gladly incorpor- 
ate in this report. Speaking of the generosity of Mr. 
Armstrong in causing this new building to be erected at 
his own expense, he said: “ This gift of our friend has laid 
you under a weightier obligation to yourselves than to 
him—the obligation to make such use of it that it will be 
what.he meant it to be—a help to your own work, not a 
substitute for it. This building and this library are here 
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to be used. Without reading, all these books are no bet- 
ter than so much blank paper. The value of a library is 
not measured by what is put into it, but by what is taken 
out of it. There are great possibilities even in a library 
of 8000 volumes. There is a liberal education in it for 
every one who can read, 

“It brings to the service of every inhabitant of the 
town the best thought which the best minds have contrib- 
uted to all forms of literature.” 

Surely “a word to the wise is sufficient.” The oppor- 
tunity is ours, let us improve it. We once more thank 
Mr. Armstrong for his generous gift. We also extend our 
thanks to those who have kindly donated communications 
and books during the year. ‘The list appears in the libra- 
rian’s report. We herewith submit our financial report, 
also the report of the Librarian, from which it will be 
seen that 52 new books have been added to the library 
during the year. We are sorry to note that the total 
number of books taken out during the year is 188 less 
than the total number of the preceeding year. We trust 
this does not indicate any waning of interest. However 
that may be it is hoped that now with increased facilities 
in the erection of a new library building, whose interior 
arrangement commands the admiration of all, a new and 
lively interest will be taken in the library by all our citi- 
zens. Then the library will be, what it was intended to 
be, a positive blessing to every family in town. 

The Trustees cheerfully recognize the continued faith- 
fulness with which Mrs. Charles L. Woodman has served 
as Librarian.
